State Board Eyes Curbs
On Local

Local school boards are fear-
ful some of the freedom given
¢hem under SB 1, the state’s new!
“Magna Carta of Education,”
may be restricted by the State
Board of Education.

At least this was the indication
at last week’s meeting of the
board in Los Angeles, which was
urged to adopt broad minimum
academic standards for local
schools,

The new law, while it gives lo-
cal districts unprecedented free-
dom in establishing their own
educational programs, man-
dates the state board to set the
floor on academic standards and
adopt testing programs.

URGING the broad standards
were Dr. Richard Clowes, Los
Angeles County superintendent,
Dr. Tom Goodman of the San
Diego schools, and Graham Sul-
livan of the Los Angeles City
Schools.

Clowes pointed out that the big
problem in attempting to write
minimum standards is that one
set could not adequately cover

the diversity of people and
educational situations in a state

as large as California.

He urged that local boards

should be given maximum free-

dom in developing their own
standards in order
